GOLF:  The  Gannon  University  golf  team  had  one  its  most  successful  fall  campaigns  in  recent 
years.  The  Golden  Knights  finished  fourth  in  the  ECAC  Upstate  NY  Region  Qualifier,  qualifying  for  the 
ECAC  Championships.  The  Knights  did  not  fare  as  well  in  that  event,  finishing  18th,  but  it  still  culmi- 
nated a  season  which  found  Gannon  finish  second  once,  third  three  times  and  fourth  three  times.  Head 
Coach  Ivan  George,  in  his  seventh  year  as  the  golf  mentor.

Although  this  year's  record  of  12-20  does  as  yet  place  them  in  that  category  but  it  is  a  definite 
mprovement  for  the  program  which  had  won  just  twenty  games  in  the  previous  three  seasons. 

Bari  states  "  defensively,  we're  a  sound  team.  Our  attitude  and  work  ethic  are  very  good." 
Senior  Steve  Shubert,  the  NCAA  Division  II  strikeout  champion,  gave  his  all  to  the  team  this  season. 
!fhe  hard-throwing  righthander  accounted  for  half  of  Gannon's  wins,  finighing  with  a  6-1  record  and  a 
;1 .53  ERA.  A  budding  star  this  season  was  freshman  Paul  Taylor,  a  righthander  who  has  moved  to  the 
Yont  of  the  pack  in  terms  of  starters.  He  throws  in  the  low-to-mid  80's,  has  a  good  split  finger  pitch,  and 
possesses  good  control  with  his  curveball.  He  posted  a  1 .76  ERA  this  year.
